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Editorial Notes 


RIVATE libraries are apt to reflect the tastes and opinions 

of their owners exclusively, so it is well for even the most 
fortunate possessors of these to have resort to a public library 
where all sides of a question may be fairly presented, where 
Mark Twain grins across at Science and Health, and Dean Inge 
frowns at Samuel Smiles. Here the great exponents of authority 
and democracy marshal their arguments in dignified silence. 
Here if anywhere sane conclusions may be reached, well 
balanced opinions. As an outsider often sees more of a game 
than the participants, so, many Americans have found the most 
comprehensive views of our country in the pages of foreign ob- 
servers. De Tocqueville, Lord Bryce, Ostrogorski stand off 
from us and get a detached view, almost as impossible for a 
native American as for a fish to estimate his ocean. 

In the public library Roundhead and Cavalier each has his 
hearing. In peace Robert E. Lee evermore confronts General 
Grant. Hamilton and Jefferson present the eternal struggle be- 
tween liberty and order. Even the impatient hammer of Dean 
Inge, descending with equal weight on compatriot and 
foreigner, has its uses. 

It is important for us to read authors with whom we do not 
agree. How can we grow if we seek ever an echo of our own 
opinions, the reflection of our own thoughts? Yes, it is even im- 
portant that we be irritated. Then we think, at least. We use 
our minds.

ASSING down a side street in New York as he came away from the 

steamer which had brought him back from England, Robert Frost’s eyes 
saw propped on a stand a magazine he had never heard of. From curiosity 
he purchased it at once: it was called The New Republic. Inside he came 
upon a page appreciation of North of Boston which was signed by Amy Lowell. 
But more arresting still, the book appeared to be published by Henry Holt 
and Co. An American publisher! He did not know he had one. This seemed 
a good omen, and the following day Frost called on the Holt company.

HE ships came together very slowly, neither, in the, gathering twilight, 

being yet certain of the other’s nationality. On the men of the Bon 
Homme Richard fell a profound silence. Few of them had anything to gain 
by a battle, and no small part of them were Englishmen looking desolately 
across the six miles of blue water to “England, home and beauty.” 

The moon rose and in its light Jones called Richard Dale and Pierre Gerard, 
his French orderly, to his side. Through their telescopes they studied the big 
ship approaching on an opposite tack. About seven o’clock they made her 
out to be the British ship Serapis, forty-four guns, but actually carrying fifty. 
Her crew was smaller, but she threw a much superior weight of metal. She 
was a new ship; her yellow sides and brasses gleamed in the moonlight. The 
sound of her name ran swiftly from mouth to mouth of the Richard’s crew. 
The Americans were not sure, says John Kilby, how her name should be pro- 
nounced. They knew nothing about the Egyptian goddesses for which the 
more classical English loved to name their ships. 

“Look out, men,” bawled a voice, “here comes the Sea Raper.” 


That broke the leaden spell of silence. A raucous chorus of jeers and 
guffaws rose from the decks of the Richard. It was a tonic sound. It made 
everybody feel better. The afflicting silence and the awe which many of the 
crew felt, having never before seen a British ship-of-war at close range, had 
been rapidly spreading a nervous uneasiness. A narrative by the surgeon of 





the Serapis says there was a like scare on that ship. Her commander, Captain 
Pearson, at first thought the broad black stranger might be a French “fifty.” 
This bears out Napoleon’s observation that at the beginning of a battle both 
sides are afraid of each other. 

At last the English captain lowered his glass.

HE founder of the Spencer dynasty, and originator of the “Spencerian 

Style and System of Penmanship,” was Platt Rogers Spencer, a school- 
teacher in New York State and Ashtabula County, Ohio, who, in the lan- 
guage of his biographer and relative, “made the sublime resolution to rescue 
from its undeserved obscurity the practical Art of Writing.” ... 

By the appeal Spencer’s “graceful curves” made to a people then rather 
starved for opportunity for artistic expression in the ordinary sense, it re- 
sulted that “Spencerian flourish” became the model of handwriting for three 
generations of Americans. To promoting the favor his system met, Spencer 
gave exuberant enthusiasm . . 


Alas for the Spencerian system. Just as Spencer had played Henry Ford to 
the quill pen, so in due course came another, who played Henry Ford to 
Spencer. The invention of the typewriter doomed the Spencerian glory.

HERE always will be a large proportion of people who decry contemporary 

progressive art; but it is not through huge majorities that art moves on. 
Indeed, it appears to be a natural law that people must necessarily condemn 
what they cannot understand. In the early days of the Christian Church 
our very commonplace C-major scale was called the modus lascivus and was 
severely discountenanced. Nearer to our own times, modern dancing has 
received the same condemnation as that which was bestowed on the Viennese 
Waltz on its introduction into Victorian England. Most of the misunder- 
standing arises from either too narrow a view of art or too rigid a position, 
obviously adopted for personal convenience . . . Akin to this is the curious 
fact that when the majority of people cultivate any special master, it is usu- 
ally the works of his middle period which they affect, since in them they 
find a much safer and more comfortable ground. It is again a species of 
mental indolence which hinders the understanding of modern art by the average 
man. In the case of the classical masters, criticism has been tested by time 
and its truth has been determined. On the other hand, the values of modern 
art must be worked out and its good and bad qualities appraised. 





But good art of any period may easily be distinguished from bad, by the 
quality of the emotions which are evoked. Emotions are of two kinds, the 
one stronger than ourselves, the other weaker; and the emotions aroused by 
good art are those which are the stronger. Bad art is that which “arouses 
only a placid affection for children and kittens in ribbons, a watery sentiment 
for last year’s roses, a casual nature-worship roused by a libellous view of 
mountains at sunset.”
